Solyman defends the paſs with great 
intrepidity, but at laſt retires within the fort at the ap- 
pearance of Godfrey and Rinaldo: Night puts an end to 
the operations on both fides. Vafrino enters the Egyp- 
tian camp, where he meets with Erminia, In their way 
to the Chriſtian tents, they find Tancred in appearance 
dead: Erminia's lamentation; ſhe recovers Tancred from 
his ſwoon, and, at his deſire, he is conveyed with the body 
of Argantes to the city.
